It has been nec- 
essary to omit the physical examinations by a doctor at the 
school, although a general inspection of pupils with special 
attention to dental, hearing and visual defects is given by the 
school nurse. Defects are reported to the parents and corrections 
are made when possible. Aid for needy children is obtained from 
the N. H. State Conservation Program and from the Bartlett 
Fund. For the past two years, we have not held the Child Health 
Conference, due to the shortage of doctors and lack of trans- 
portation. Mothers have cooperated by taking children to the 
doctor’s office for physical check-ups and for disease preventive 
medications. The only serious epidemic of contagious disease 
during the year of 1944 was one of mumps in the fall. Nutrition 
and dental care still need to be stressed in the school and home. 
Special emphasis has also been placed on proper posture. 

I wish to thank the people of Sunapee, including the doc- 
tors, parents, teachers, local organizations and town officials for 
the cooperation given our nursing program.

Another year has cmoe and gone, and no serious fires, al- 
though we were called four times for Brush Fres. Three where 
there were Lumber operations and one caused by Lightning. 

The expense of two were paid by the Lumber Companies. 

The quick response of the Fire Department and Citizens 
saved a great many acres of woodland from being burned over. 

The Forest Fire Laws are the same as of 1944. No Permits 
to be granted except on rainy days, and no Permits in slash or 
woodland at any time. 

It would be wise to plan burning when the ground is cov- 
ered by snow, when no Permits are required. 

Report all fires to Warden or Deputy Wardens promptly.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as superinten- 
dent of schools. 


The High School enrollment this year is 50 (thanks to a 
rather large freshman class), an increase of eight over last 
year. 


On account of the continued large enrollment in the ele- 
mentary grades an additional teacher was hired last fall, Miss 
Velna Towle, of Northwood, N. H. The room in the basement 
was prepared for use by being painted and equipped with new 
window shades and necessary furniture. This arrangement avoids 
overloading any one teacher as was the case last year in the 
room containing grades 1 and 2. The assignment of pupils in 
grades 1-6 is as follows:

Under this plan no teacher has more than 33 uupils. With- 
out the additional teacher Grades 1 and 2 would have had 49 
pupils, a number which is absolutely too large for one teacher. 
It is commonly agreed that a teacher should not have more than 
35 pupils for effective work. 


Teachers 


We were very sorry to lose Mr. Leslie S. Cummings who 
for the past seven years has served so efficiently as headmaster 
of our High School. He was elected headmaster of the High 
School at Littleton, N. H. We were fortunate in securing as his 
successor Mr. Howard S. Millett, formerly headmaster of the 
High School at Eliot, Maine. Mr. Millett received his A.B. Degree

from Bates College in 1934 and the degree of Ed.M. from Boston 
University in 1944. 

Miss Josephine Blodgett, teacher of domestic arts, resigned 
to take another position. This vacancy was filled by the election 
of Miss Helen Tuttle, Keene Teachers College 1944. 

Mrs. Eleanor Richardson Morin resigned on account of mar- 
riage and was succeeded by Miss Thelma Jordan, University of 
New Hampshire 1943. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Pratt, teacher of grades 5 & 6, resigned to 
remain at home. The new teacher is Miss Alda Brown, Keene 
Teachers College. 

_ Miss Eleanor Whitney Belkovicz resigned on account of 
marriage. In her place we secured Miss Muriel Davis, Farming- 
ton Normal School, 1939. 

A new circular saw was purchased for the shop, to replace 
one which was so worn as to be unsafe to use. 

The pay for substitute teachers has been raised from $4.00 
to $5.00 per day to be in line with other towns. 


Bartlett Prize Speaking 


The annual prize speaking contest was held in the Bartlett 
open-air theater June 1, 1944. There were seven contestants, two ’ 
of them boys. The first prize ($25.00) was awarded to Nathan 
Austin, whose selection was “Let America Be America Again”’ 
by Langstan Hughes. The second prize ($15.00) was awarded to 
Priscilla Holmes, who spoke ‘The Note” by Jerry Brondfield. The 
third prize ($10.00) was given to Edythe Collins, whose selec- 
tion was “Beethoven’s Moonlight Sonata’. Musical numbers were 
rendered by the pupils in grades 5 and 6. 

Hon. John H. Bartlett, through whose generosity these con- 
tests are held, has recently donated $1,000.00 in addition to for- 
mer gifts, to make further improvements on the grounds and 
promote public speaking. Sunapee is indeed fortunate in having 
such a public-spirited citizen who is interested in the welfare of 
young people in his home town. His previous gifts for the same 
purpose amount to $4700.00. The playground, which Mr. Bart- 
lett donated to the school district, was re-graded extensively and 
equipped with playground apparatus. On the upper level a ce- 
ment rostrum has been built, which is used every spring for the 
prize speaking contests. This site is well adapted for any out- 
door gathering. We are very grateful to Ex. Gov. Bartlett for 
this generous gift. 


Special Activities 
We are continuing the sale of war stamps and bonds. This

year we added a new activity, the collection of milkweed pods for 
use in making life preservers for our armed forces. The milkweed 
floss is an acceptable substitute for kapok, the supply of which 
is now largely in the hands of the Japanese. Sunapee pupils col- 
lected 47 bushel bags of pods. The Government paid twenty cents 
a bag. The money was used for school projects. The pupils are 

to be commended for their cooperation in these war projects.
